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DETAILED ACTION 


Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-8, drawn to a method of assembly, classified in class 29, 
subclass 525. 

II. Claims 9-14, drawn to a method of forming an injection-molded 
component, classified in class 264, subclass 328.1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions are not disclosed as capable of use together 
and they have different modes of operation since invention I is drawn to a process a 
assembly and invention II is drawn to a process of manufacturing a component by 
injection molding. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, have acquired 
a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and their 
recognized divergent subject matter, and the search required for Group I is not required 
for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. During a telephone conversation with Mr. Jeffrey Ellsworth on January 1 1 , 2005, 
a provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
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claims 1-8. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claims 9-14 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .1 7(i). 

Information Disclosure Statement 

6. The information disclosure statement filed October 18, 2004 fails to comply with 
37 CFR 1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each foreign patent; each 
publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but the 
information referred to therein which has been lined through has not been considered. 

Drawings 

7. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "115" has been used to designate both "the side section of 
the flange" and "the periphery that circumvents the cavity" (figures 13 and 14). 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
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drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The replacement sheet(s) should 
be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not 
to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
8. The drawings are also objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: reference numeral "40" for the bottom portion of the reflective material and 
reference numeral "101" for the back of the hood. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

9. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 6, 
line 16, reference numeral "100" should read --30-, on page 7, from linel 1 to line 27, 
every occurrence of "hood 10' should read -hood 30-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 0. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

1 1 . Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Applicant's Admitted Prior Art (AAPA). 

Applicant, at pages 1,2,5 and 6 of the specification to be know as AAPA, disclose a 
method wherein a vehicle hood 10 with an open cavity 12 is provided, as well as two 
headlights16 and a flexible semi-rigid reflective material with an opaque back and first 
and second holes (figure 4), with the headlights extending in the open cavity and the 
reflective material inserted into the open cavity such that the first and second holes 
receive the headlights (figure 4). Applicant should note that flange members juxtaposed 
in the open cavity are known in the art as disclosed on page 6, lines 6-13. it is also 
known to properly position the reflective material to reflect light from the headlights to 
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the open cavity (page 2, lines 9-13 and page 5, lines 12-15 of the specification). Also 
the parabolic shape of the reflective material is known (page 5, lines 12-14). Applicant 
should also note that it is inherent that a portion of the back of the reflective material 
comes into contact with the flanges and the outer edge of the reflective material 
contacts at least a portion of the open cavity periphery, see figure 4.
